24.000 MILE FLIGHT 

To The Time* Ihla morning Col. | 
Br^omti *outlined the plana for the 
trip. '* 

The air route of the flight totals 
24.000 mile* At a speed of eighty 
miles an hour, the cruising speed of 
the Vlcker^ Vulture machine which 
will he used. the actual time in the 
air will occupy twelve daya and 
twelve hours. The entire trip will 
take some months, but the airmen 
hope to reach the Atlantic stretch of 
the home Journey before the ehd of 
August. 

The flight will commence at Croy¬ 
don on March 15.. The aviators will 
Cross Europe to Egypt; thence over 
the desert to Mesopotamia, India, 
Siam, the China coast, to Japan. 
From Japan the machine will proceed 
along the Kamchatkan cokat to Aleu¬ 
tian lalanda.
